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Continuation of 2. NOTE: Applicants' argue that the clear cosmetic stick of Brewster must necessarily be sticky because it is a stick. 
Examiner disagrees with this because a stick cosmetic is not necessarily sticky. Applicants do not exclude cosmetics that are 
formulated as stick or stick cosmetics. Secondly, applicants state that the "Wetting Test element is not shown to always be present/met, 
in Brewster/' and thus the standard for inherency is not met. This is not persuasive because appicants have admitted that the wetting 
element is present sometimes in Brewster and therefore that disclosure meets that limitation; the Monsanto case is thus not applicable in 
this case. Applicants state that although Beerse discloses Pemulen TR1 and Pemulen TR2, Beerse does not suggest a selection of 
Pemulen TR2 over Pemulen TR1; and that applicants show that Pemulen TR2 meets the wetting test and TR1 does not, which means 
that Beerse can not be prior art. However, by applicants own admission, Beerse discloses Pemulen TR2 and thus meets the wetting 
test. 
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
